increased of late years, comparing 
this increase with the rise in cost of 
nearly every other article and com¬ 
modity used by the people, the in¬ 
crease in ’phone rates was very fa¬ 
vorable. 

The supplementary revenue tax 
ignounted to $1,260,000 in 1920, but 
the people require $2,600,000 spent 
this year, and it is not fair to criticize 
the government because they take the 
only means available to raise this rev¬ 
enue by direct taxation.

Mr. McNaughton then explained his 
stand in connection with the pipe line 
bill, stating that he was for the devel¬ 
opment of our oil industries, with 
both hands, which would provide 
cheaper fuel and power for the peo¬ 
ple. This could only be done by giv¬ 
ing a corporation a franchise to build 
a pipe line, in order to bring the pro¬ 
duct to rail transportation or to the 
consumers. 

After Mr. McNaughton’s speech, 
which was very welt received, the del¬ 
egates started organization work for 
the forthcoming campaign. 


Jas. McNaughton, sitting member 
of the *Provinical Legislature was 
unanimously selected as Liberal can¬ 
didate for the Little Bow Constituency 
for the coming election, at a meeting 
of delegates held at the Odd Fellow’s 
Hall on the 6th instant. The meeting 
was well, attended by representatives 
from Vulcan, Lomond, Carmangny, 
Barons and Champion. 

W. H. Miller, of Carmangay, was 
elected president of the Local Liberal 
association, and acted as chairman of 
the meeting. J. A. Gow, of Barons, 
Was elected vice-president; W. H. 
Smith, of Vulcan, 2nd vice-president, 
and C. H. Messenger, of Carmangay, 
as secretary-treasurer. 

A credentials committee, composed 
of Messrs. Walsh .Spooner and Mc¬ 
Kay, was chosen, while Messrs. Iver¬ 
son, Davies, Butchart, Anderson and 
Watson, were selected as Resolutions 
Committee, and went into session. 

Mr. Poppin of Barons, was called 
on for a short talk, and stated that he 
was a member of the U.F.A. and in 
regard to Federal politics was a Con¬ 
servative. At the last provincial elec¬ 
tion he had charge of eight polls, and 
told the meeting he did his best to de¬ 
feat Mr. McNaughton, but he failed 
miserably to do this, and was very 
glad he did. He considered the Prov¬ 
ince of Alberta was just an enlarged 
municipality, and when selecting men 
for-.municipal positions, no considera¬ 
tion was given their politics, and the 
men who could best carry on the bus¬ 
iness were elected to fill office. He be¬ 
lieved the Stewart government had 
justified its existence, and were the 
best qualified to administer the af¬ 
fairs of the Province in a business like 
way, urging the audience to support 
Mr. McNaughton and work hard for 
his election. 

J. A. Gow, of Barons, said that no 
successful criticism of the Stewart 
government and its administration 
had ever been made. And he did not 
think it would be good business to 
place a new set of men in office, who 
were "nts. fcly inexperienced in ad¬ 
ministrative work, in face of the pkst 
lecord of the present satisfactory 
government at Edmonton.

Every person own¬ 
ing land in the hail insurance district 
is required to report before June 16th 
ever year the acreage of the land own-

the amount.of insurance per acre de¬ 
sired, which must be six, eight or ten 
dollars per acre. All crops of wheat, 
oats, barley, flax, rye arqj speltz are 
insured from June 16th to September 
16th, and fall wheat and rye from 
June 1st and September 16th. No 
liability for indemnity exists when the 
damage dones is less than five per 
cent of the portion of the crop injured. 

The premium for haid insurance is 
levied on the crop area only, at so 
much per acre, and the board has au¬ 
thority to levy a rate sufficient to pay 
the costs of administration, the losses 
in full for the year, and*also to create 
a surplus for tht year of not let* than 
ten nor more than twenty per cent of 
the losses of that year.

POSTAL RATES INCREASE 


Notice is given by the post office de¬ 
partment of an increase in parcel pos 
rates of 'Great Britain to become ef¬ 
fective on July 1. The increase is 
from 12 to 20 cents on a parcel weigh¬ 
ing one pound, with a gradually-in¬ 
creasing rate to the maximum of 11 
pounds, which will be $1.80 as com¬ 
pared with $1.32 at present. The new 
rates will be 20 cents for the first 
pound and 16 cents for each succeed¬ 
ing pound or fraction thereof. The 
rates given are as follows: One 
pound 20 cents; two pounds 36 cents; 
three pounds 52 cents; four pounds 68 
cents; five pounds 84 cents; six pounds 
$1.00; seven pounds . $1.16; eight 
pounds $1.32; nine pounds $1.48; 10 
pounds $1.64; 11 pounds $1.80. 


Fifty cars of coal are being shipped 
daily from the Drumheller coal mines 
which is only working on a 25 per 
cent, basis. It is said that unless 
production is' speeded up there will be 
a shortage here next'winter in coal. 


EXPORTATION OF EGGS 

A valuable trade has sprung up in 
recent years in the exportation of 
eggs. In order to encourage ana con¬ 
serve this trade under the provisions 
of the Live Stock and Live Stock Pro¬ 
ducts Act, the Dominion is divided in 
two sections, east and west, for the 
carrying on of a thorough going in¬ 
spection service. Ontario, east of 
Port Arthur, Quebec and tl^ Mari¬ 
time Provinces, constitute the eastern 
section and all west of the great lakes 
the western. For the eleven months 
of last year extending from January 
1 to November 30, 334,111 cases of 
eggs were, inspected, of which 148,■ 
668 cases were consigned to Great 
Britain. It has been found tfyat in¬ 
spection is often requested by ship 
pel's-not only for the export but also 
for the domestic trade. Inspection is 
by approval, the shipper being re¬ 
quired to cundle and grade the eggs 
according to the Cunadian standards, 
marking the cases with the class and 
grade of the contents. Inspection is 
then made on requisition. • If the 
shipment is found properly graded a 
certificate of approval is issued and 
the case officially marked. Inspectors 
at seaboard are advised of shipments 
going their way and they are required 
to report conditions'on arrival, super- 
ise methods of handling land stowing 
on shipboard and keep-tiack of mar¬ 
keting conditions. Steps are also be¬ 
ing taken' for the better control of 
eggs imported into Canada.

IMPROVED SEED 


The Dominion Department of Agri- 
cultuie, through the Seed Branch, 
works in active co-operation with the 
provinces in the matter -of improving 
grain and field seeds. Money is pro¬ 
vided to pay prizes in standing field 
crop competitions, at seed fairs and 
provincial seed exhibitions, and ’in 
combined seed crop and cleaned seed 
competitions. The last namfctl is a 
recent introduction. It has two dis¬ 
tinct phases,- the first consisting of a 
standing field crop competition and 
the second of threshed and cleaned 
seed in which the seed produced from 
■thesfields of the first phase is judged 
in the granary of the competitor. 'The 
competitions .must have at least fif¬ 
teen entries in each, and the founda¬ 
tion seed used must be of approved 
origin. , The minimum quantities of 
cleaned seed that competitors must b< 
prepared to submit to qualify for 
awards are: wheat, barley, peas, buck¬ 
wheat and corn, each 100 bushels, oats 
200 bushels, field beans 25 bushels, 
clovers and timothy 15 bushels, and 
potatoes 150 bushels. The awards, 
except in the case of potatoes, are on 
a basis of 66 per cent on the bin 
score and 35 per cent, on the field 
score.

That invariably defective animal, 
the scrub bull, is being gradually el¬ 
iminated. The Live Stock Branch at 
Ottawa, by its policy of loaning pure¬ 
bred bulls to specially organized* as¬ 
sociations in newly settled districts 
and in backward sections of the older 
provinces, is doing much towards 
achieving this end. In the seven 
years following the inauguration of 
this policy in 1913, 2,531 bulls, pur¬ 
chased for $368,596 an average of 
$144.85 per head, had been so loaned, 
i Of these, British Columbia has had 
1119, Alberta 497, Saskatchewan 539,

ash, maple and willow. It took Mr. 
Anderson and a helper just four days 
to complete the job. Not 26 of the 
whole number died. After four years, 
his shelter belt is from ten to twelve 
'feet high. In 1918 and 1919 wher. 
there was so little moisture that grain 
failed to thrive, the trees grew from 
six to eight feet. Today, Mr. Ander¬ 
son is drawing big dividends from his 
shelter belts in the form of freedom 
from soil drift, he grows fine crops 
of vegetables, and leads an incompar¬ 
ably happier life as a farmer. 

Some settlers say: “I can’t spare 
the time for tree planting.” My re¬ 
ply is: “An acre of 1800 trees, plant¬ 
ed 4 by 6 feet, is the work of a man 
and a team for one day. What is 
three days switched odt of the middle 
of seeding time and ticked on to the 
end of it? John Smith and Tom 
Brown with similar fields, come out at 
the end ef the season /with similar 
yields, but Smith having taken a 
couple of days for tree planting has a 
fine young forest to boot. That is 
the $tory in a nutshell. Very few 
men lack the time. And exceedingly 
few, if any, localities can offer as a 
legitimate excuse that they are too 
dry for trees to thrive.

Of the necessity for trees on the 
prairie farm it should not "be neces¬ 
sary to write. One has only to live 
a few months on the prairies to know 
how welcome a shelter is when the 
wind is blowing. We are glad to 
see the Chinooks in'winter. We look 
upon them as a special blessing after 
a Ape’ll of thirty below, but they are 
all the better when you can enjoy the 
balmy weather they bring behind the 
shelter of a well-arranged belt of 
trees. 

Then there is the dust. In this 
country, as in other dry countries, the 
dust, like the poor, is always with us. 
Tree belts stop a tremendous lot of 
dust. At least the smother from the 
neighboring summerf allow never 
reaches the houses when there is a 
substantial shelter between them and 
the west wind. 

And Temper and Nerves! There is 
no telling the v difference a few trees 
make. No wonder some poor women 
get discouraged, and, indeed, almost 
distracted at times when the wind 
come sweeping down, the washing 
blows away and ev< rything goes 
wrong at once. Two or three days of 
steady high wind have an uncanny 
power to razzle one’s nerves; there’s 
no mistake about it. 

^ I never saw so much genuine tre£_ 
planting interest amongst prairie 
farmers as this .year. In just one dis¬ 
trict of Southern Alberta this spring, 
Mr. Roy Walker of Vulcan, planted 
a mile and three quarters of trees on 
the west of his farm, using 26,000 
trees.

The president of (he National Cash 
register Company is travelling in 
Europe, where he is making a study 
of business conditions. He recently 
cabled this laconic message to his fel¬ 
low countrymen: “The world’s busi¬ 
ness is in trouble. Some nations 
cannot sell their surplus of agricul¬ 
ture, industries and minerals. Other 
nations greatly need them. Plenty of 
■ships idle to carry them. Millions oi 
"pic out of employment. Nations 
are still spending money for war lilft; 
■drunken sailors. The world’s busi¬ 
ness has no directing head. It needs 
an association of nations whose .ob¬ 
ject is to do good to all the people, 
to stop war and fight with brains, not 
with bullets; to stop bolshevism, to 
extend international credit, to prevent 
disease. Civilization is at stake. 
Wake up, America, before it is too 
late.”
